Why They Are Called “Pollus.” 
A French officer writing for the 
Atlantic Monthly denies that there ts 


bellef of foreigners as to the mean- 
ing of the name “‘pollu,” so often 
applied to the soldiers of France in 
this war. Of course the word does 
carry the significance of “halry.” 
That much everybody’ who is even a 
little familiar with the French lan- 
guage knows, but the leap taken by 
so many to the assumption that the 
French soldiers are called “poilus” 
because, unlike the British Tommies, 
they do not ahave, is declared by this 
presumably good authority to be 
one made in an amusingly wrong di- 
rection. 

“Poilu,” he says, as applied to sol- 
diers, is an old word, dating back to 
the days of Napoleon, when certain 
regiments of guards wore~huge hats 
of heavy fur. It was the hats, not 
the men, that were hairy, and, as 
these guards were picked troops, 
notably well trained and courageous, 
the name In those ‘imes came to 
mean a good soldier. And that, the 
writer of the Atlantic Monthly .ar- 
ticle says, is what’ it means now, 
with no reference to whether the sol- 
diers let their beards grow or do 
not. 

He does not say that as many of 
the French soldiers ‘as of the Britisno 
shave every-day, but he insists that 
they suffer as much as any soldiers 
could from the frequent inability to 
keep up a neat and clean appearance | 
which trench warfare involves.

t HIS SPEECH IS. SIGNIFICANT 


Brief Confession the. Emperor 
of. Germany Discloses His Mo- 
tives in the. Effort He Has 
, Mado to Wade Through 
\ Slaughter to a Throne 

aa Ruler of *Vorld, 


'HING more significant con- 
cérning the causes of the 
war has appeared than a 
E casual utterance of the 
Kaiser's, which clearly reveals his 
state’ of mind, and which was made 


incidentally in the course of an Inter- 
view with an Austrian writer named 
Mueller and cabled to The New York 
World. It wi that ‘from his 
earilest youth a few figures had fol- 
lowed him.” They were Theodoric 
the Ostrogoth, Frederick IL, and 
Charies V. In this saying of the 
Kalser’s, it is not impossible that we 
have the clew to the whole series of 
events that began in August, 1914. 
Who are. these figures that havo 
haunted the Kaiser’s mind from his 
boyhood and throughout all the years 
in which the world was regarding 
him merely as the ruler of Germany 
and a statesman desirous of keeping 
the world’s peace? Theodoric was

the ruler who tried to catch up the 
sceptre of world dominion that was 
falling from the hands of Rome and 


make it a German sceptre. The last 
Roman emperor resigned at the bid- 
ding of the German Chief Odoacer, 


_but Odoacer did not dream of being 


emperor of the world; he ‘ruled 
Rome only as the vicar of the eastern 
emperor. Theodoric had grander vis- 
ions; he undertook to re-create the 
empire as an empire of the west, a 
German empire of which Italy and 
the other European appendages of 
the dead empire should be a part. 
The Roman empire should rule the 
world, but in the hands of Germans. 

Who was Frederick I1,?7; He was 
the Holy Roman emperor who under- 
took to bring Italy actually as well as 
nominally within the domains of his 
German rule and to subordinate the 
papacy to his dreams of world do- 
minion. The battle that followed be- 
tween the would-be world ruJer and 
the papacy was fought out on the 
soll of Italy, and the papacy défeat- 
ed the German world ruler, as the 
Greek empire had defeated his pre- 
decessor, Theodoric. 

Who was Charies V.? 
ed to the Holy Roman empire at a 
time when it was becoming a merely 
German power, and undertook to ex- 
tend its dominion in reality as well 
as in name over all Europe, oven to 
lands which had never acknowledged 
the empire as thelr head in fact. 
Most of America wag under his 
sway, and he dreamed of making the 
empire’s nominal sway over Europe 
areal one. He warred most ardently 
of all against the German States, for 
they must be conquered first; and it 
was the German princes who brought 
his dream to nothing, as the dream 
of Theodoric had been shattered by 
the Greek empire and that of Fred- 
erick HI. by the papacy. 

These, then, are the heroes of WII- 
Nam IL, have been his heroes ‘from 
his eariiest youth’-—the men who 
fought to make themselves rulers of 
the world, and who failed. It fired 
his imagination to think that where 
they falled ho might succeed, A 
hero worshipper can Imagine no more 
glorious triumph than to outdo his 
heroes. There is nothing strained 
about this conclusion; it was in a 
talk on the present war that the 
Kaiser thus.revealed the nature of 
these deeds which he regards as most 
admirable, most worthy of imitation. 
The “figures that have followed him 
from bis earliest youth,” that fascin- 
ated his boyish {magination and still 


sway his mind, are those of the three: 


who undertook to re-establish the 
Roman empire, to make its rule more 
truly universal than it had ever been 
in Rome. The Greek empire which 
destroyed Theodoric’s dream is gone; 
the State where the papacy has its 
seat is now in conflict with Germany; 
the German States which foiled 
Charles V, are following in William's 
train. Yet the Holy Homan empire 
will not be re-established, for Wil- 
Ham, following in the footsteps of 
his three models, . has, like. them, 
challenged a power too strong for

Sphagnum moss grows in great 
quantitics on nearly all the wet parts 
of the moors and mountains of Scot- 
+ land, and in other parts of the world. 
[It ia a feast to the (eye, with its 
‘variety of beautiful colors—pink, 
crimson, yellow, green, and russet— 
and it forms sucs a wonderful, soft 
carpet underfoot that it has been 
found to be of the greatest valuo in 
making surgical dressings’ for the 
wounded, on account of its extraor- 
dinary absorbent qualities. In the 
British isles thousands of workers 
have been busy gathering, cleaning, 
and drying Jarge quantities of this 
moss, and many depots have already 
been established in different parts of 
England, Scotland, and. Ireland, 
where the moss is stored and pre- 
pared for use in the hospitals. , 
“Sphagnum” comes from a Greek 
word signifying sage or Hchen, and 
sphagium moss fs the common name 
for bog moss, of which there am a 
good many varietles\_ These’ mosses 
occur In all temperate climates. At 
first sphagnum moss was classed by 
botanists as of one species. Graduai- 
ly botanists multiplied the species to 
fourteen; then, later, they classified 
the sphagnum Into only four species, 
and still jater the number was ex- 
tended to nine, and to-day the num- 
ber of species is a subject of discus- 
sion, Sphagnum moss has long been 
used for making mattresses, and it is 
said that when they become lumpy 
they can be restored to their original 
softness by taking out the moss,

Some time ago contributions were 
solicited on this continent for the 
Aberdeen sphagnum moss commit- 
tee, wh h had sent out many thou- 
sands of moss dressings to the hospl- 
tals of the Allies, according. to re- 
quisitions from the director general 
of volunteer organizations. . That 
committee then had in mind the de- 
sirability of further undertaking to 
compress the moss into flat sheets by 
means of machinery, in which form 
it is Nght and portable and eminent- 
ly suitable for use In dressing sta- 
tions, fiold ambulances, ete., where 
storing accommodation is very limit- 
ed, or for transport overseas to the 
most distant and outlying hospitals, 
where surgical dressings and ap- 
Pliances were sorely needed. 

Some of the mosses have been used 
in medicine since ancient thmes and 
to a certain extent stiJl are. ‘This 
class of mosses are called lycopod- 
fum, These are all club mosses, 
flowerless herbs with an erect, pros- 
trate or creeping stem that is widely 
branched and closely covered with 
small simple leaves, It is recorded 
that there are about one hundred 
species distributed throughout the 
temperate and tropical climates, Ger- 
ard, the old English berbalist, had 
some of these mosses in the London 
herb garden.- He wrote of their 
emetic properties and ascribed to 
them various medicinal virtues. 

One of the mosses found in the 
Audes was used as a cathartic. Ly- 
copodiunl powder once held a prom- 
inent place Im materia medica, but 
pharmacists und physicians have lt- 
tle use for it now, Lycopodium is 
used to sme extent In dyeing woolen 
cloth, and the powder, being very in- 
flammable, is used in fireworks apd 
flashilght powders.

The Yakuts. 


The Yakuts are the most numer- 
ous tribe of Eastern Siberia, number- 
ing some 250,000, and are typical re- 
presentatives of the culture of the 
Turkish tribes of Central Asia. In 
spite of their present isolation from 
the other branches of the Turkish 
race and their probable mixture with 
Mongols and others, the Yakuts, in 
the course of their migrations, have 
preserved one of tho oldest and pur- 
est dialects of ‘the language spoken 
by the Kirghiz, the Tartars, and 
other Turkish peoples, Regardless 
of the unfavorable conditions of lile 
in thelr present territory, they are 
increasing numerically, and are 
showing capacity for higher material 
culture and intellectual progzess. 
The Yakuts were separated from the 
other Turkish tribes of the steppes 
of Central Agila and Southern Siberia 
and driven to the North-east by the 
Mongol hordes at the time of the in- 
vasion cf the conqueror Jenghiz 
Khan.

Notable Novel 


LL other topics in the liter- 
ary world in London are 
. dwarfed ‘at the moment hy 
the remarkable feat that 
has been, accomp!: by Sir Wil- 
the famous artist 
and’ royal academician, in writing a 
long and extraordinarily, good novel, 
the first he ever has attempted, at 
the’ advanced age of 74, This beats 
even record 6f William de Mor- 
gan, who was 66 when he published 
his fumous first novel, Joseph Vance. 
Besides, Mr. de Morgan was in virile 
health, for a veteran, when.he turn- 
ed author, whereas Sir William Rich- 
mond’s novel, which is called The 
Silver Chain, like that other famous 
first novel, David Harum, was writ- 
ten on a bed of fliness. : 
And also under the shadow of a 
heavy bereavement, for it is only a 
few months since the artist's wife, 
Lady Richmond, was knocked down 
in the street and killed. For many 
years one of the most picturesque fig- 
ures in public life, Sir William is 
one of the most distinguished of 
British artists, among his many ar- 
tistic achievements being the beaut!- 
ful mosaics in Saint Paul's cathedral. 
In his younger days he traveled 
widely in Europe and knows most of 
the continental masters of the brush. 
Some months ago Sir William was 
stricken down by a severe iliness. He 
could not stand. Nurses were called 
in and have been in constant attend- 
ance since. A picture for the acad- 
emy was left unfinished. The tragic 
death of his wife was still a heavy 
grief. ‘ 
“It had always been Sir William's 
intention,”’ said his London publish- 
er, Cecil Palmer, “‘to write one novel,

to me. ‘With the vigorous phrasing 
habitual to him, Sir William Rich- 
mond would declare: ‘I will write 
a novel founded on my own life, and 
without a word of decadent interest 
in it.’ He did not mean to produce 
a tame book; a great scholar and 
traveler and a brilliant conversation- 
alist, he could not do that. ‘No 
man should write a book at all until 
he bas lived a full life,’ is another 
of his sayings. 

“The Silver Chain is the result. It 
was written in three months—a long 
book, running to 400 pages. It was 
first written out in pencil; then Sir 
William Richmond rewrote every 
word himself in black ink for the 
Printers, He went carefully over the 
manuscript, correcting it in red ink, 
Finally, he added last corrections in 
green ink. That shows the meticul- 
ous care of the artist 

“The book itself comes straight 
from the heart, as well as the head, 
as may be imagined in the circum- 
stances, It is not an ordinary novel; 
there {s unquestionsbly autobio- 
graphy in it; there is beautiful lande- 
cape painting In word¢; there Is an 
element of belles letters.” 

Since the above talk took place, 
The Sliver Chain has been published 
and Is being everywhere recognized 
as a real tour de force. It ls fiction- 
writing on the grand scale, for the 
book Is of three-lecker dimensions, 
and runs into 435 pages of close 
type. Sir William’s romance has the 
sub-title, A Satire on Convention, 
and takes as its motto the pnrase, 
“Act as we will, Destiny claims us.” 
It relates the romance, with a tragic 
ending, of a wayward’ young girl, 
Mary Esprit, and au philosopher, 
Henry Selinder, who is several years 
her senlor. 

Both those characters are very 
completely drawn in the mid-Victor- 
fan pattern. Sir Willlam's technique 
is not of this generation or even of 
the generation preceding it, and if 
any comparison {is needed the novels 
of Anthony Trollope come most read- 
lly to the mind. The artist-author 
uses with great frequency an editor- 
“we that has a somewhat 
archaic flavor, but brings about a 
pleasing intimacy between the reader 
and the narrator. Thus he writes of 
his heroine: 

“It was getting dark.  By-and-by 

we shall see this young lady clearly 
and be able to describe her; perhaps 
she will describe herself. So far, we 
have only gathered that-she was un- 
common, and, though elusive, she 
would handle the folls well against 
any attack,” 
, Sir William alvo makes great use 
of the soliloquy. His characters 
poliloquize for long paragraphs ta 
the first person, where a modern 
novelist would psychologize about 
their thoughts and {celings with the 
cocksureness of a creator who kuows 
his puppets better than they know 
themselves. But The Silver Chain is 
something more than a literary cur- 
josity. It is a novel full of fresh 
opinions, if not ideas; and these, 
characteristically expressed itha 
terseness that is often flavore 
an ep:grammatic aroma, thread 
through the‘cbhapters of the atory 
like a stimulating vein of dry, pi- 
quant wit.

$50 to $60 an acres for his wheat 
crop he is not disposed to milk cows, 
no matter how loudly city folk may 
clamour for milk and butter. The 
game applies to farm labor; general 
prosperity and high wages have en- 
abled the laborer to select the work 
he prefers, and there is a dearth of 
dairy help as a consequence. 

Offsetting these conditions, to some 
extent at least, are the statesmaniike 
provisions made by the various gov- 
crnments for the encouragement of 
dairying. This is being: done by as- 
sisting with the financing of cream- 
erles and cheese factories, by govern- 
ment supervision and grading, which 
has greatly improved the quallty of 
the butter produced, and by a govern- 
ment system of marketing, which se- 
cures for the small producer the same 
advantages as are enjoyed by his 
competiter who manufactures on @ 
large scale, ‘ 

As far back as 1914 the Saskatche- 
wan dairy branch adopted the system 
of grading each churning “.f butter 
made at the cooperative creanierics, 
and this practice has since been close- 
ly followed. During the past season 
four grading depots have been oper- 
ated in different parts of the pro- 
vince, where cold storage’ facilities 
were available and every creamery in 
the province was given the privilege 
of having its butter graded. Alnfost 
all of them took advantage of the op 
portunity. 

The Canadian Pacific and other 
railroads as well operate a coot car 
on each of thelr Hnes once every 
week, and after being churned the 
putter is held in the refrigerator at 
the creamery until this cool car 
comes along, when it is then shipped 
to the grading depot, where one or 
more samnpke from each churning is 
carefully examined by one of the ex- 
pert graders employed by the dairy 
branch, This expert makes out three 
score cards, one of which Is sent to 
tue creamery where the butter was 
made; another is sent to the provin- 
efal dalry commlissoner, and the third 
is kept at the grading depot.

Your Own Fig Tree. 

It may iuterest you, says the New 
York Sun. to know that figs can be 
grown in pots or in the open ground in 
Tegions where there are three months 
of warm weather. The fig Is less like 
the apple and the peach, which ripen 
all thelr fruit ut vuce, than like the 
raspberry and ‘the blackberry, which 
ripen their fruits continuously through 
the bearing senson. Figs continue to 
ripen fruit until clecked by cold 
weather. 

For pot culture the fiz requires about 
the samme treatment as a rubber plant, 
and If it gets plenty of wuter the fruit 
wilt ripen. Vigorous plants will have 
fruit in all stages of growth, from the 
smallest green frult to the ripe igs 
Teady to be picked and eaten.

PETROGRAD, March 6—The cap-|- 
ture of Hamadan, in Persia, slightly 
more than 100 miles from the Meso- 
potamian border, was officially an- 
nounced by the War Office Sunday. 
The town was taken from the Turks 
on March 2. Russian troops also aro 
on the offensive farther north-west, 
and have captured a village within 
two miles of Bijar, 
north-west of Hamadan and about 
the same distance from the border. 
The official statement reads: 

“Caucasus front: In Persia our 
detachments assumed the offensive 
{n the direction of Bijar, and oc- 
cupied ‘the vi.lage of Khanikali, two 
miles south-west of Bijar. ; 

“As the result of operations in the 
Hamadan region the town of Hama- 
dan was captured by our troops on 
March 2," \ 

The capture of Hamadan by the 
Russians may mean that the Czar’s 
troops will again attempt an advance 
into Mesopotamia from Persia to ald - 
the British in “their advance up the 
Tigris toward Bagdad. Hamadan, 
which is 240 miles north-east of 
Bagdad, has been the centre of much 
fighting between the Rusians and 
Turks. In April, 1915, it was oc- 
cupled by the Turks, but on Decem- 
ber 17, 1915. it was taken by the 
Russians, who continued their ad- 
vance westward toward the frontier, 
later capturing Kermanshah and 
Khanikin, on the Persian border, 130 
miles north-east of Bagdad. - 

Following ‘the capture of Kut-el- 
Amara by the Turks In April. 1916, 
the Russians were forced to re- 
treat from the Persian border, and 
were driven back through Kerman- 
shab to Hamadan, which was evac- 
vated early in August, 1916. Since 
then there has been much fighting. 
and the Turkish official statements 
late in December and early in Jan- 
uary, said thet the Rusians had been 
repulsed in attacks near Hamadan. 
Hamadan has a population of 40,000. 


WANT MORE SLAYES. 


Germans Will Increase Number of 
Deportable Belgians. 


HAVRE, March 6,—The German 
Governor-General of Belgium, ac- 
cording to a declaration by, the Bel- 
gian Government here, has by a de- 
cree issued on February 17 men- 
aced certain Belgian industries with 
complete ‘cessation, thus increasing 
considerably the number of deport- 
able Belgian Nationals. - 

“Beginning March 1," says the d 
cree, as quoted by the Belgian au- 
thorities, works and industries, 
notably manufactories, will not be 
allowed to continue in operation ex- 
cept by approval of the chief of the 
German civil administration. Re- 
quests for authorization to continue 
the operation of a plant must indi- 
cate the estimated stock of coal, 
coke, fron, and steel on hand and the 
value and destination of the present 
and future output of the plants, also 
the quantity of raw material which 
will be necessary monthly, the num- 
ber of freight cars required for trans- 
porting raw material as well as the 
manufactured products.

ALASKA’S LONG -SPUR. 


Khe Aleutian Islands Chain Over a 
Thousand Miles In Length. 

Few persons arc aware that the 
shortest route from San Francisco to 
Japan is by way of Alaska. Nearly 
a thousand miles are saved to vessels 
trading with the orient by coasting 
along the Aleutian islands rather than 
following the Hawalian route. 

Tho Aleutian islands, more than 150 
fn number, which extend in a chain 
east and west for more than a thou: 
sand milles, ate inhabited by the rem- 
nant of the Aleuts, Their war of the 
Tevolution closed ‘just as the Ameri- 
can Revolutiouary war began. So pa- 
triotic were the Aleuts, so brave In 
thelr struggle for independence, that 
they succumbed to the Russians only 
after a confiict-of nearly fifty years, 
and then simply because the race was 
almost exterminated In the struggle 

While tho Aleutian. islands must 
eventually form an lmportant link in 
the commerce between. the United 
States and the orient, other islands 
Unk our country with the vast empire 
to the north. In the narréw Berlog 
strait lie two little islands, one gecu- 
pled by Russia, the other by the Unit- 
ed States, so that citizens of the two 
great nations live on respective islands 
within a few smiles of cach other, 











Evening Schools. 

Evening schools owe their existence 
to the Rev. Tbomas Charles, who about 
1811 set up one at Bala, Wales, which 
proved to be quite successful. In 1839 
or 1840 the English Bishop Winds 
strongly recommenied such schools for 
poor adults, who, on account of en- 
forced labor, had no chance tu sécure 
an cducation.

These open confes- 
sions are good for the soul but bad 
for the morale of the Conservative 
party. The News does not include 
the Hon. Robert Rogers in its Mani- 
toda repudiations. If it were ques- 
tioned on this point {t would prob- 
ably say that the Roblin Government 
went to the deminition bow-wows 
only after the Honorable Bob left it. 

A kinder tone is adopted to the 
late Bowser Government. In the 
process of saving Itself from its 
friends the Borden Government will 
kick it downstairs too, but not so 
forcibly as it does New Brunswick 
and Manitoba.

England's War Debts. 

War debte-grow with tremendous 
leaps in very short periods of time; 
but it is equally true that they: have 
been retired most slowly. Following 
the Revolution of 1688, for a period 
of 128 years England alternated be- 
tween periods of peace and war, 
During the. sixty-four years of war 
approximately $825 million pounds 
were added _to the national debt, and 
during the sixty-four years of peace 
the debt was reduced by only thirty 
million pounds. The Crimean War 
added thirty-three million pounds to 
the public debt of England. The 
Boer War wiped out the savings of 
thirty-six years that had been» ap- 
plied to the reduction of the national 
debt. 2 

All the savings of the imperial 
government of the richest country in 
the world, from the Revolution of 
1688 down to 1914, a period of 226 
years, jrould’ be sufficient to finance 
only elghty days of the present war. 
The taxpayer of Great Britain to-day 
is still paying taxes to cover’ the in- 
terest on the debt incurred by his 
forefathers In the wars of the Napol- 
conic era, and Queen Anne’s War. 

If the experience of England in 
the last 200 years in the retirement 
of national debt is to be taken as a 
criterion, it will probably be safe to 
conclude that a thousand years in 
the future the English people will be 
paying taxes to meet the interest on 
debts now incurred.

The English do not. alone repre- 
sent the people of the British Isles 
sany more than does England alone 
represent: the British Empire. The 
word ‘English’ is frequently erron- 
ecously used in speaking of things 
British, even teachers and professors 
using the terms English history and 
English victories when meaning Bri- 
tish. The English or Anglo-Saxon 
race united with the Scotch and Ir- 
ish, comprise what fs known as the 
British people; these, with their_var- 
fed characteristics make a people of 
many and varied talents, and rising 
united like the trefoil clover from 
its parent stem, have made a people 
pre-eminently fitted to lead the world. 
The slow but sure, Indomitable and 
persevering character of the Anglo- 
Scxon as seen in the Englich race, 
the hasty and generous and brave 
impulsiveness of the Celt as seen 
in the man from the Emerald Isle, 
the fntrepld, daring ‘and warm blood 
of the sons of Auld Scotia—these 
united fave made a people that 
have won the highest place among 
the nations of the world. To not 
one alone is the merit due, as from 
these races, unlike but unitéd, al 





sprung the peoples of this most pow- 
erful nation. The cool, indomitable, 
perseverance of the Anglo-Saxon, re- 
inforeed by the warm, ardent spirit 
of the Celt, has often opencd up the 
way to yctory. 

The old Viking spirit of the Anglo 
Saxon burns in the. English todo; 
and the unberdable and unconquer 
able spirit of the ancient Celt is fel! 
in Scotch and Irish—the one uncon 
quer. ble at the Battle’ of Bannock 
burn, and the other indomitable ir 
thelr striving fpr Home Rule. Thr 
tspirit that yields not to conquest fr 
jalso glimpsed inthe history of Wales, 
which country boasts even now a 
{Prince of its own. To such unyleld- 
Ing spirits as history reveals in the 
Welsh, Irish, and Scots, may in s 
great measure be attributed the suc- 
|cess of the British army in wars past 
and present, Thé Auglo-Saxon con- 
jaquest, as such, is improperly desig- 
Rated, for the Celtic races have never 
jbeen conquered by them; all, Irish, 
\ Welsh, and Scotch resisting to the 
jdeath. With the union of such races’ 
it is little wonder that thd British 
lnation dominates the world. ] 

History gives us ample proof of 
the unconquerable spirit of the Celt- 
ke ‘aces. When the first Edward of 
England attempted the conquest of 
Wales, he was met by a people of} 
dauntless courage in thelr mountain 
fastnesses. They fougift to the death 
but were still unconquered. They, 
were only appeased when the Eng- 
lish King promised them a native 
prince as a ruler, one born on Welsh 
soll and who could not speak a word 
of English, This proved to be no 
other ‘than the King’s infant son, 
who truly could speak no word in 
English nor in any other tongue, 
and-who’was born in the Welsh 
castle of Caernarvon, From 1282 
et the present dime, the eldest son 
of Britain's ruling sovereign, has oc-

This took account only of time, but 
there was a considerable additional 
saving in gas or fucl consumed by 
heating water once instead of thrice a 
day, to say nothing of the saving in 
soap,

SALT IN THE FOOD. 


Why Its Flavor at Times Is Too Weak 
or Too Strong. 

The avcrage- housewife wonders why 
abe often over or’ under salts ber 
dishes when sbe “knows” that she 
salted them just right, as she always 
did and as the recipes called for. 

The reason is just tips: Tho season- 
ing value of different brands of salt 
varies widely. ‘This is easily proved. 
Take five slices of ripe tomatoes; apply 
equal parts of five makes of salt upon 
the separate picces. Lat as soon as 
salted. The difference in Mavor, per- 
meation, rapidity and equality of dis- 
solution and scasoning value are read- 
Dy detected, 

A table salt should be fine, the crys- 
tals of equal size, quickly soluble and 
free from ingredients which absorb 
moisture from the air. Large and 
small crystals will not dissolve unl- 
formly; consequently the full salting 
effect ig not Obtaincd until the large 
crystals are dissolved. The quickly 
soluble salt diffuses itself through the 
food at once and gives an equality of 
savor, Sticky salt is au Intrusive nul- 
sance. 

Failures In salting are largely due to 
changing from one make of salt to an-

GENERAL MAUDE'S TROOPS: CAPTURE BAGDAD 


LONDON, March 11.—General Frederick Stanley Maude, in 
command of the entente forces in Mesopotamia, telegraphed to- 
day the welcome news for.the British of the occupation early 
this morning of the City of Bagdad, the chief Turkish clty in 
Mesopotamia, and formerly the capital of the Emplrre of the 
Caliphs. No details of the capture have yet been received, Gen. 
Maude’s story of the operations carrying events only up to‘Sat- 
urday morning, when the British, after ‘effecting a surprise 


crossing of the Diala and bridging the Tigris, had driven the = 
Turks back to within three miles of Bagdad. It is evident, how- 
ever, that the Turks have been unidbe to offer any serious re-' 
sistance since the fall of Kut-el-Amar.

WASHING THE DISHES. 


Deing This Job Only Once a Day, It Ie 
Said, Saves Time. 

“The careful housekeeper will always 
resent the suggestion that once a day 
is often enough to wash dishes,” writes 
Dr. H. Barnard in “Table Talk” in the 
Nationa] Food Magazine. “She cannot 
train herself to allow soiled plates and 
silverware to stack up from one meal 
to the next, for sbe has been taught 
that such actions are evidence of shift- 
less, slovenly housekeeping. As a mat- 
ter of fact, along with many, other no- 
tions which are fixed in the operation 
of the home, both time and energy are 
saved by cutting out two of the three 
daily dishwashing jobs.” 

Dr, Barnard goes on to recite the ex- 
perience of one housckeeper who actu- 
ally dared study the homely work of 
dishwashing. One week she washed 
dishes three Jimes a day; the next week 
she’ washed each day’s dishes alto- 
sether. She used the same.- ‘mber of 
dishes each day in both weeks. She 
found that it took her fifty-one minutes 
a day to wash dishes after each meal 
and fort¥-one minutes a day to wasb 
them once a day.

Mant attack;>298 men, with three of- 
ficers and sixteen machine guns fell 
into our hards, to the deep annoy-' 

‘| ance of these prisoners. Before the 
atlack our howitzers swept the place 
with fire, so that uothing could live 
above ‘fround. “Close to this hurri- 
cane of shells went our men, one 
force working up,from the south and 
another swinging round to the left 
and north in order to cut off the 
enemy’s retreat. There also were 
some Fusiliers, who dealt witha 
sunken road or ravine which was 
held by a garrison of old men with 
machine guns, Of these, thirty were 
taken prisoner ind the rest killed. 

The attack swept on across the 
German trenches, two of which had 
by-posts, consisting of one non-com- 
missioned officer and eight men with. 
a machine gun. Most of the Ger-; 
-mans,; to the number of nearly 150, 
were gathered up alive, and about 
the same number were taken by 
troops working west and north, 
There was but little fighting. When| 
the enemy saw our men streaming 
behind them they knew resistance 
was futile, and surrendered quickl,, 
cursing the ill-luck, because a few 

+} hours later might have found them 

behind the strong wire belt of the 

Loupart Une, only a few hundreds 

yards away from our position on the 
other side of Irles village. 

This village, ke those on the. 
early Somme battlefields, still stands’, 
visible at least to the extent of brok | 
en walls but the church tower which 
I used to see long before our capture 
of Thiepval as a high, far landmark 
has fallen under bombardment. The 
prisoners are all Prussians, belons-| 
ing to the Second Guards, Reserve 
Grenadiers, and other Prussian regi- 


~ | ments. During this withdrawal the 


enemy has been successful on the 
whole In “mizzling off” without 
much loss, apart irom the loss of 
Year guard posts, who know they 
have been left behind as sacrifice, 
and don’t like ita bit, though they 
put up a game fight to the end. But 
Saturday morning they were caight 
mapping very badly in Irles, and ‘our 
men were about two hours early for 
them. They had arranged to move 
at balf-past seven in the morning 
dack behind the barbed wire belt 
which guards part of the line. So 
now, with the taking of Irles, we 
enter again into possession of an- 
other series of German dwelling 
places for which we pay no rent, “ut 
find very convenient and comfortable 
as Bhelters from German shell fire. 
Tho British are now holding a for- 
midable mass of trenchworks, which 
virtually form the key to Bapaume. 
That powerful position, together 
with the network of communications 
connecting it with the territory to 
the north and cast, {s veginning to be 
outflanked from the north-west. 
From this direction the sole ob- 
wtacle faced by the British is the 
strong position of Grevillers, sup- 
ported on the south by entrench- 
ments in the Bola de Loupart. The 
British cannon are raining shells on 
the Bapaumo defences from a dom- 
inating ridge of heights less than a 
mile to the south of the city, and are 
lifting thelr range day after day. 








American Lives Menaced. 
NEW YORK, March 13.—The 


M British tanker Pinna, of 6,288 tons, 


with a cargo of oil from Gult ports 
by way of Newport News, was sunk 
by a German submarine February 11, 
about 220 miles off the Irish coast, 
members of her crew reported on 
thelr’arrival hero Sunday on the 
White Star Mner Adriatic, from Liy- 
erpool, 

Three of the crew were Americans, 
-of whom Archie Gibs and Tom Wii- 
son; both of Newport News, — were 
among the arrivals Sunday. Accord- 
ing to Gibs, the ship was torpedoed 
at night, and without warning. He 
sald many of the crew were jn their 
bunks and the first they knew of the 
attack was the explosion that threw 
j them out on the floor of the fore- 
castle, They had to fight their way 
tto the deck through a flood of oll. 
‘All hands managed Ww get safely 
|away In boats before the ship went 
down. 

The Pinna was owned by the Pe- 
troleum Steamship Company, Ltd, 
of London, and was bullt in 1901, 

A despatch to the Central News 
from Copenhagen says the captain of 
{the Danish steamer Rosborg, of 1,- 
874 tons, from Baltimore for Den- 
mark, has telegraphed the owners of 
the vessel that it has been sunk, Six 
of the men of the crew were killed. 
,;The remainder were rescued and 
, landed in Norway. 


Russians Occupy Sahna, 

PETROGRAD, March 13.—Rus- 
sian troops -have occupied the Town 
of Sahna, in northwestern Persla, 
and are pursuing the retreating 
Turks in the direction of Bisltun, 
Oifty miles south of Humadan, ac- 
cording to an official statement is- 
sued- Sunday by the Russlan War 
Department.

GERMANS ARE STARVING. | 


Members of mntaseadon Gerard's | 
Party Describe Conditions, | 


NEW YORK, March 13,—A de- 
spatch from Havana Sunday says: 

Appalling conditions prevailing 
throughout Germany were revealed 
to-day when James W. Gerard, the 
recalled American Ambassador at 
Borlin, and his party arrived here 
from Spain. 

While Mr. Gerard refused to make 
any statement. before he sees Presi-! 
dent Wilson at Washington, for 
which place he starts to-morrow, 
several men and women who left: 
Germany with him sald the people: 
were starving and had reached that 
stoical stage where they did not care j 
whether victory or defeat came. 
What they want is food. 

The iron hand of Prussianism stil! | 
throttles the people of Germany, 
keeping them in ignorance of true 
conditions, hiding from them the 
strength of their enemies and bol- 
stering thelr weakening courage 
with false reports of victories. 

Miss Kathleen Molony, a young! 
Englishwoman, who has been travel- 
ling for three years in the countries 
at war, was one of those who de- 
scribed conditions in Germany as 
“appalling.” 

“The poor are starving throughout 
the nation,” said Miss Molony. ‘‘Ac- 
curate reports of the terrible condi- 
tions prevailing in Germany reached 
Switzerland just before I left there, 
and, of course, I saw a great deal 
myself." 


WILL HOLD EAST AFRICA. 











General Smuts Says That Victory 
{ Will Come Soon. 
LONDON, March 13,—Lieutenant- 


General Jan Christian Smuts, form- 
er. Commander of the expedition 
against the German forces in East 
Africa, and who recently was made 
a Privy Councillor, arrived in Eng- 
land Monday. Speaking of the situa- 
tion on the East African battle 
front, Licutenunt-General Smuts 
sald: 

“The campaign In East Africa is 
virtually ended. After the rainy sea- 
gon in March and April the Germans 
will be obliged either to surrender 
or enter Portuguese territory, where 
the Portuguese are ready to deal 
with them, 

“The operations against the mere 
remnant of Germans will be under- 
taken by native troops I have train- 
ed, because I found the white troops 
were unable for any length of time 
to stand the climate. The natives 
makes splendid fighting Infantry, and 
at the close of these operations will 
be available elsewhere. 

“East Africa is enormously valu- 
able and productive. The Germans 
spent millions in developing It. The 
mere suggestion that any part of It 
should be returned to Germany is 
preposterous, The native population 
has stood magnificently by us, and I 
shudder to think what would happen 
if any part of tho territory were 
glven back to Germany. All the 
African colonics would be against at 
the mere idea, and, moreover, our 
prestige would suffer materially.”

In Scotland the blossoming of the 
‘heather is looked forward §to as a 
great annual event. The masses of 
iilac'rose bloom spread*® over wide 
stretches of hill and valley. Heather 
has purple. stems-and spikes of bell- 
shaped flowers; there’ is a white 
heather, but the commonest shaden 
Vary from pink to purple. In August 
the moors and hillsides seem spreai 
with a purple carpet. % 

Aside ‘from being a thing of 
beauty, the heather has been put to 
many uses by the Scotch people. The 
longest stems have been made by the 
housewives into brooms, the short- 
er into brushes, and sometimes the 
little shoots are woren Into baskets, 
Oftentimes the cling heather, with 
the peat: in which its roots are em- 
bedded, is burned for fuel and cook- 
ing.

Highlanders, known as 
“soalings,” were roughly mado of 
heather stems, hold together by peac 
and made into a Kind of mortar by 
dry gtass and straw. The Highland- 
ers also considered a bed of heather 
the most comfortable mattress 
known. Several varieties of heather 
yield excellent honey, and, during 
the blossoming season, many hives of 
bees are brought to the moors, 

There are 420 different kinds of 
heather; seven of them are found in 
the British Isles, a few being met; 
with in Ireland only. 


NATIVE AGRICULTURE. 


Helping the Man With the Hoe fa 
* Aftica. 

The black man has a natural taste 
for agriculture—up to a certain 
point. He is willing to cultivate hig 
little garden just enough to glye him 
the next year’s food supply: Here{ 
his farming ambitions end. 

At Old Umtali, 200 miles from 
the east coast, in Rhodesia, is a

is putting some new ideas of farm-! 

Under the old regime, busband 
and wife go into the field, carrying 
the crudest kind of native hoe. They 
spend several days in the back- 
breaking toil required to turn up the 
land. This done, the farmer sows 2 
small grain }'ke millet into the rows 
dug with his little hoe, and here.and; 
there throughout -he field, about five; 
paces apart, he plants two. or three 
grains of corn. With wholo:tons of 
fertilizer available, he never thinks 
of enriching the soil. 

He sees that the white man gets 
vastly more grain than he does from 
2 plece of land exactly the same size, 
and his own diminutive vegetables 
seem smaller than ever to him when 
he sees the white man’s harvest, but 
it needed the agricultural college at 
Old Umtali to make him see how 
easily he can get the same results op 
bis own little garden patch. 

The work at the college is con- 
ducted by the Methodist Episcopal 
mission, and consists of simple fn- 
struction in farming and intensive 
gardening and a course in aaiinal 
husbandry, including the judging of 
stock for market purposes and kaow- 
ledre of simple diseases common te 
animals in tropical countries. 

At first the natives did not take 
kindly to this civilized Information 
and thirteen young insurgents bad to 
be expelled from the school, Now, 
however, there is the kcenest interest 
and appreciation. Rejults talk. — 
World Outlook. 

Bayonet Heals Wounds, 

A bayonet that carries in its blade 
the remedies nec ary to render the 
wounds it makes painless and alzo to 
heal them is the innovation of Alex- 
ander Foster Humphrey, 2 Pittsburg 
scientist. In the end of the blade of 
the bayonet Mr. Humphrey has de- 
vised a narrow chanvel or proove, 
‘This groove is not so large as to les- 
sen the strength or usefulness of tho 
blade, but it is large enough to hold 
a capsule containing a mixture of 
anesthetics, antiseptics, and gelatin. 
According to Mr. Humphrey’s idea, 
when the bayonet fs plunged Into a 
soldier the h@at of the body will melt | 
the eapsule and release its healing 
contents. The anesthetic the capsule 
contains will be suficient to deaden 
the wounded man to pain* without 
making him entirely lose conscious~ 
ness. ‘The anesthetic will prevent 
infection and help heal the wound. 
The gelatin serves.a double purpose 
it helps hold the healing mixture 
in the groove, and also checks the 
flow of blood.

The latter were told by 
the Boches after a time, “You are not 
wanted, Get out of here.’ My men 
were bewildered, They could not un- 
derstand.

out of the trench and began yunning 
back to the French position. The 
brutes ‘then fired upon them from 
behind. All were killed evidently, 
with the exception of this soldier, 
who owed his life to the crater into 
which he had providentially fallen. —

Bayonet Heals Wounds, 


A bayonet that carries in its blade 125 


the remedies necessary to render the 
wounds it‘makes painless and also to 
heal them is the innovation of Alex- 
ander Foster Humphrey, a Pittsburg 
scientist. In the end of the blade of 
the bayonet 
vised a narrow channel or groove, 
This groove is not so large as to les- 
sen the strength or usefulness of the 
blade, but it is large enough to hold 
a capsule containing a mixture of 
anesthetics, dntiseptics, and gelatin. 
According to Mr. Humphrey's idea, 
when the bayonet is plunged into a 
soldier the heat of tht body will mejt 
the capsule and release its healing 
tontents. The anesthetic the capsule 
contains will be sufficient to deaden 
the wounded man to pain withour 
making ‘him entirely lose consclous- 
nesg. . The anesthetic will prevent 
infection and help heal the wound, 


The gelatin serves a double purpose; 


—it helps hold the healing mixture 
in the groove, and also checks the 
flow of blood. .

~The whole subject of the conveyance of 
small fish, shells, and objects by winds, has 
been treated fully in a volume entitled ““‘The 
Dispersal of Sheils,” published in the well- 
known “International Scientific “Series,”’: 
(London and New York.) Small fish are at 
. times scattered over fields and high ground 
“by floods, but if the fish found on a farm near 
‘Garden Hill, are a marine species, they must 
have been carried by sea gulls or by winds, 
as already pointed out.

Germans, ag Well as Important Ground Near Croisilles— 
Heavy Artillery Fighting. 





LONDON, March 28.--Summarizing the progress of © the 
British forces in the past 24 hours the Reuter correspondent at 
British headquarters in France mentions the capture of the Vil- 
lage of Guyencourt and Villers-Faucon, and says: 

“Taking the Mine between Longavesnes and Equancourt as 
representing our progress Tuesday morning, this means that we 
pushed forward some 300 yards. This does not mean, however, 
an advance of the whole British line. In the present phase there 
is no continuous front line, but rather a succession of posts and 
patrols, all in touch with each other, but varying their positions 
from time to time as opportunity offers for pushing on. 

“Equancourt.was captured by a single squadron of cayalry. 
Its garrison continued to fire until the front rank of our horse- 
men, in wide open order with lances lowered, were within 700; 
yards of the outskirts. The Germans then bolted, flinging their 
arms and encumbrances. 

“A similar stampede occurred ut Longavesnes. But’ in Vil- 
lers-Faucon the enemy made a stand. Lieramont’ was entered 
without opposition.” % 

British cavalry today captured the villages of Villers-Fau 
con and Saulcourt north of Roisel, and also to the north of this 
region took terrain from the Germans at two points on the 
Doignies-Lagnicourt road and south and west of Croisilles, ac- 
cording to the official communication issued tonight. 





FRANCHISE ASSURED 
~ WOMEN OF BRITAIN 


Parllamentary Leaders Announce Conversion to Prineiple as 
Result of Women’s War Sucrifices—Comprehensive Elec- 
toral Reforms are Approved. 





LONDON, March 28.—After an interesting debate today the 
house of commons by a majority of 279, expressed approval of 


legislation on the lines of the speaker’s conference recommen: 


dations fro franchise reform. The small minority against such a 
measure represented not the actual opponents of reform, but 
rather members who were desirous of postponing legislation of 
such a contenthious character until after the war. 

The great feature of the debate was the frank acceptance by 
ex-Premier Asquith and Andrew Bonar Law, chancellor of the 
exchequer, of women’s right to vote as a result of their war sac- 
rifices dnd services, and Premier Lloyd George’s whole-heareted 
acceptance of the conference recommendations, except propor- 
tioual representation. He was even willing to go still further 
and make the qualifying period three instead of six months. 

A small party in the commons during the course of the de- 
bate expressed their continued firm opposition to woman ‘suf- 
frage, but their numbers were too small to (carry great weight. 
The Nationalists announced that they would support Mr. — As- 
quith’s motion. 

As a2 result of the debate the government, as Mr. Bonar 
Law announced, will proceed with legislation to give effect to 
the recommendation g of the conference. The bill will "embody: 
all of the! recommendations except proportional representation 
and woman suffrage. These will be omitted, first, because the 
government is still undecided on the question, and, second, be- 
cause it is held that parliament must first of all express accept- 
ance of the principle of woman suffrage. : 

The present idea is to make the bill as little contentious as 
possible, so that the second reading may be easily secured, then, 
in committee, these two expected questions may be raised. as 
amendments to the bill, thus giving the house an opportunity to
